Criticizing Corruption 

SUPREME COURT Justice Sonia Sotomayer has just ruled that public employees cannot 
be fired for testifying about corruption witnessed in government. The new ruling reversed 
a lower court order decision that had relied on a 2006 SUPREME COURT decision that 
held that a Deputy District Attorney could be disciplined by his superiors for testifying 
about police misconduct that he had discovered in a case being prosecuted by his office. 

Justice Sotomayer ruled that if subpoenaed to testify, a person must tell the Truth. She held 
that the lower court had read that case too broadly. She turned to an earlier 1968 precedent 
in which the court held that a teacher could NOT be fired for writing a Letter to the Editor 
criticizing the local School Board. 
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Justice Sotomayer's SUPREME COURT ruling is that when public employees speak as 
citizens on matters of public concern, rather than as employees carrying out their duties, 
there IS First Amendment protection!

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The NRA has now posted on its Facebook page that it shall comply with Target's new 
decision to forbid open-carry of guns because bringing firearms creates an 
environment at odds with the family-friendly shopping and work experience, even in 
communities where guns are permitted by law.

Store managers CAN then ask for the 
gun to be left in the car. 

Costco Wholesale Corporation explicitly bans guns from being brought into their stores, 
and the company's weapons policy is posted online, rather than publicly at store entrances.
